treasurer of the Canadian Con- 
gress of Labor, said in an address 
here last night that a Canadian 
form of Naziism was possible 
after the war “unless the people 
get rid of the representatives of 
big business who are brazenly in 
the saddle running our country.” 
“Big business is not only running 

the country as it has been ever 
since confederation, but has now 
dropped the camouflage.” he said. 
“Thousands of representatives of 
big business are at Ottawa while 
labor has only about half a dozen 
in purely advisory capacities with- 
out any power.” 


27,000 ORDERS-IN-COUNCIL

there had been 27,000 orders-in- 
council issued “all co-ordinating the 
people into strait jackets, so that 
in one way or another they come 
under the control of big business.”

Speech From Throne 


King George Opens New 


Session 


LONDON, Nov, 24.—(CP)—The 
King today opened a new session 
of parliament—the ninth since the 
present House of Commons was 


elected in 1935 — reading the 
speech from the throne which 
confidently said; “In the fourth 
year of the war the forces of the 

United Nations have assumed the 
offensive ir, all theatres of war 
+.» and in th coming year we 
shall with God's help be able to 
bring to bear upon the enemy a 
still greater weight of attack.” 

The King, wearing the uniform 
of admiral of the fleet, was accom- 
panied by the Queen as he person- 
ally opened the new session of par- 
liament. At the same time it was 
disclosed that the  prorogation 
speech of the.old session was read 
yesterday. 

Reviewing the Allies’ forward} 
strides during the last year, today’s | 
speech recalled: 

“The enemy has been cast out of 
Africa; freedom has been brought} 
to Sicily, Sardinia and Corsica, and) 
in Italy our forces and those of our 


American ally now are engaging} 
the enemy on the mainland of| 
Europe.” 


GO FORWARD 

With the growing help of our 
great American ally and together 
with the other United Nations we 
shall go forward with confidence} 
in our cause until we have deliv- 
ered the peoples of the world from 
fear of the aggressor,” the speech 
said. 

Of Russia, it said: 

“On eastern front the enemy 
has given ground before the mass- 
ive, unrelenting advance of the Rus- 
sian armies whose magnificent 
achievements we have watched 
with ever-deepening admiration.” 

Turning to the conquered na- 
tions of Europe, the speech de- 
clared that they “Are everywhere 

preparing to throw off the yoke 
of the oppressor and we shall con- 
tinue to afford them such help 
and encouragement as lies in our 

power,” 

The opening ceremony was held | 
in the King’s robing room in which 
the house of lords has met since 
the house of commons chamber 
was demolished by German bombs 
in 1941. Commons, which by ancient 
tradition the King may never visit, 
now meets in the original house of 
lords chamber.

Well Over the Top 


Final returns show that Edmonton 
subscribed $12,425,350 to the Fifth Vic- 
tory Loan, or 132.2 per cent of the quota. 
Northern Alberta, city and country points 
included, bought $18,052,800 worth ot 
bonds, being 126.1 per cent of the quota. 
This half, of the province thus subscribed 
slightly less than half of the provincial 
allotment of $37,000,000, but 26.1 per cent 
more than expected. 

City buyers numbered 56,368, country 
buyers 28,045, a total of 61,413. Popula- 
tion considered, the city did better than 
the rural districts, but the city had the 
large advantage of full employment and of 
wage and salary scales relatively higher 
than farm incomes. 

This is a pretty satisfactory showing, 
from any standpoint. It reflects an un- 
abated resolution to “back the attack,” 
and “speed the victory”; as well as a very 
general willingness to postpone commod- 
ity buying and block inflation.

The gravity of the situation thus 
created becomés apparent if the pro- 
visions of the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Act and the past record of the 
CBC is recalled. The purpose of 
parliament in creating the CBC was 
to prevent radio from falling into 
the hands of a private monopoly. It 
was recognized that radio, by its 
nature, Jends itself to monopoly 
control. Parliament decided that 
the public interest required that the 
monopoly be exercised by a public 
corporation, free from political and 
other influence. The statute was 
drafted with extreme care and the 
powers of the government, the min- 
ister, the board of governors, and 
the management were closely de- 
fined. In the early years, many pre- 
cedents were established buttress- 
ing the independence of the cor- 
poration. Mr. King and the gov- 
ernment generally never missed a 
chance of driving this point home. 
The radio committee, as the record 
shows, was always vigilant in de- 
fence of the corporation's independ- 
ence. 

As recently as May 13, 1942, Hon, 
J. T. Thorson, then the minister 
responsible for the CBC, made a 
Statement to the radio committee 
setting out the terms of the statute 
in this regard. “I should like,” said 
Mr. Thorson, “to stress at the very 
outset that the Canadian Broadcasi- 
ing Corporation is not a department 
of the government. It is an inde- 
pendent corporation, operating un- 
der the governing statute, the Can- 
adian Broadcasting Act of 1936.
